CHAPTER XIV. 
BEARING WITNESS TO PAPAL SUPREMACY 


Until the Society of the Atonement began to witness 
openly for the de jure divino jurisdiction of the Holy 
See, and that every baptized Christian in the whole 
world owed allegiance and obedience to the Pope of 
Rome as the Sovereign Pontiff and true Vicar of 
Christ, things went prosperously at Graymoor. Fran- 
ciscanism was popular in the Episcopal Church, and 
because of their admiration for St. Francis many 
looked favorably upon the serious attempt that was 
being made to establish a Franciscan institute amid 
the Highlands of the Hudson. On August 26, 1900, 
Father Paul wrote to an aspirant, who was planning to 
enter the Second Congregation: ‘‘Probably by the 
time you reach St. Francis House you will find the 
carpenters hard at work putting up an addition, which 
(D. V.) will more than double the size of the convent. 
The little community has trebled in less than a year 
and some of the postulants and novices are sleeping 
in the garret, so that an addition is absolutely neces- 
sary if accommodations are to be provided for you 
and the others who are coming.” 

Nor did the founders of the Institute fail to reckon 
the cost when they deliberately placed the Society of 
the Atonement upon the foundation of the Rock-of- 
Peter. Father Paul distinctly recalls the conference 
he held with the Reverend Mother Lurana upon the 
subject sometime in the summer of 1900, in which he 
outlined what he had slowly come to recognize as the 
Church Unity mission of the Society, and that the 
immediate duty of the Graymoor Friars and Sisters 
was to point out to their fellow Anglicans, as opportu-

nity might be given them, that the Church of England 
was put in a false position by the breach with Rome 
in the sixteenth century, and that Anglicans should 
now endeavor to repair the breach by seeking to be 
again corporately reunited with the Holy See as the 
divinely constituted Center of Catholic Unity. Al- 
though Mother Lurana was absolutely one in faith 
and conviction with the Father Founder yet she felt 
it her duty to point out to the other what the two com- 
munities might expect if they had the temerity to bear 
such an unpopular message to the clergy and laity of 
the Episcopal Church. “Do you realize,” she asked, 
“to what persecutions, ostracism and peril of annihila- 
tion you will be exposing the Society of the Atone- 
“a, 
came the swift answer, “I think I do realize quite 
clearly what a wild and foolhardy proposal it is from 
the standpoint of worldly prudence. As far as I know 
I am the only Anglican ecclesiastic in thirty thousand 
who holds: these same views, nevertheless, if our 
witness is from God sooner or later it will prevail 
though the whole world be against us.” With eyes 
wide open, therefore, to the consequences, and putting 
present popularity behind them, the joint founders of 
the Graymoor Institute determined to plant their feet 
firmly on the Rock of Peter and courageously face the 
storm, which they felt morally certain would sooner or 
later overtake the infant Society of the Atonement. 
Father Paul did not have long to wait for a provi- 
dential opportunity to preach his first sermon on the 
Papal Supremacy. During the preceding winter he 
had preached a mission in Grace Church, Elmira, New 
York, and the rector was so much gratified with the 
results that during the summer he called at Graymoor 
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one day in company with one of the High Church 
rectors of New York City with a view of arranging 
for the return of Father Paul to his parish to give a 
week’s conference in October. After showing the two 
visiting clergy all there was to be seen at the Gray- 
moor Portiuncula, i.e., the Convent and St. John’s Mis 
sion Church, he invited them to take a walk with him 
to the top of the Mount of the Atonement, which wa 
still in its wild state. Arriving at the summit he led 
his guests over a precipitous path until they stood 
together on a huge boulder, called “Calvary Rock,” 
from which a 
magnificent sweep 
of river and high- 
land scenery 
greets the eye of 
the beholder. A 
more ideal pulpit 
from which to 
preach a sermon 
on the Rock of 
Peter could hardly 
have been chosen. 
Presently the con- 
versation of the 
three men drifted 
into a discus- 
sion of so-called 
Anglo - Catholi- 
cism and of the 
cognate question 
of the Re-union of 
Christendom. In a 
few terse sen- 
tences, but tense 
with deep feeling, 
Father Paul gave 
voice to his con- 
viction that after 
all Anglican con- 
troversialists had 
done to build up a 
system of Cath- 
olicism with the 
Pope left out, the 
study of the Holy 
Scripture, the 
Fathers and 
Church history 
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Church of the Advent, Boston), all the way down the 
mountain poured forth a torrent of arguments 
against the Papacy, employing the stock objections 
to the Supremacy and Infallibility of the Pope which 
are to be found in such books as Bishop Gore’s 
“Roman Catholic Claims” and Father Fuller’s “Primi- 
tive Saints and the See of Rome.” From that time the 
zeal of Dr. Van Allan for the Graymoor -Franciscans 
rapidly declined and his attacks upon the pro-papal 
position of the Society of the Atonement in the public 
press became notorious. He knows better now and 
may he rest in 
peace. 

On Our Lady’s 
birthday, Septem- 
ber 8, 1900, the 
ground was 
broken with hymn 
and psalm and 
prayer for the 
erection of St. 
Paul’s Friary on 
the Mount of the 
Atonement. A 
benefactress, who 
had always 
deeply loved the 
Society, then an 
Anglican but now 
a Catholic, gave 
the sum of 
twenty-one hun- 
dred dollars for 
the purpose and 
the modest build- 
ing of wood was 
pushed rapidly to 
completion, so 
that it was ready 
for occupancy, 
though not en- 
tirely finished on 
the Feast of the 
Immaculate Con- 
ception of the 
Blessed Virgin 
Mary. Bishop 
Coleman, in the 
capacity of Epis- 





had convinced 
him that the 
Papacy was truly 
jure divino, that 
the Anglican position ever since the Reformation 
was a wrong one and that it could never be right again 
until Ecclesia Anglicana makes the submission of her- 
self to the jurisdiction of the Holy See which existed 
prior to the reign of Henry VIII. 

Both his auditors threw up their hands in horrified 
protest and disavowal of such novel sentiments as 
issuing from the mouth of an Anglican minister. The 
older of the two men after the first outburst of disap- 
proval held his peace, but the rector of Grace 
Church, Elmira, (the late Rev. William Harmon Van 
Allan, S.T.D., who subsequently became Rector of the

copal Visitor, was 
present on that 
day to dedicate 
the building. The 
sun beamed down benevolently from a cloudless sky 
and the air was balmy and genial as on a summer’s 
day. Just previous to the ceremony of dedication, 
performed by the Bishop, the Father Superior in the 
presence of the Bishop and the congregation, assem- 
bled in the Friary Chapel, announced that the name 
to be given to the building was St. Paul’s Friary and 
that it would be dedicated in honor of the dogma of 
the Immaculate Conception. Although the Bishop 
afterwards declared to Father Paul that he did not 
personally accept the dogma, he was silent at the 
time and proceeded with the dedication without protest.

After lunch the Bishop was driven to the Garrison 
station by the Father Superior, who took occa- 
sion during the drive to acquaint the Bishop with 
the belief of the Society not only in the Immaculate 
Conception of the Blessed Virgin but also in the 
Primacy and Infallibility of the Bishop of Rome, as 
Successor of St. Peter and Vicar of Christ. This was 
distressing news to the good Bishop and it gave the 
younger man, who loved and reverenced him, great 
pain to be compelled to thus acquaint him with the 
conscientious convictions of himself and his com- 
panions in the Institute, nor was he blind to the peril- 
ous consequences he was inviting by such a confes- 
sion. The Bishop reserved his decision as to what his 
future attitude towards the Society might be until he 


had further time to reflect and pray over the matter. - 


In the course of a few days Father Paul received a 
letter from Dr. Coleman in which he first made it very 
clear that he himself believed neither in Papal Suprem- 
acy nor in the Immaculate Conception of the Blessed 
Virgin, nevertheless, though he had been made aware 
of the possession of such views by its members he did 
not think on this account he should withdraw from 
his position as Visitor of the Society. 

To a Catholic trained to regard any compromise 
with relation to dogmatic truth as intolerable,)and not 
to be entertained for a moment, this decision on the 
part of the Anglican Bishop of Delaware must seem 
almost incredible; but as_a matter of fact, the Bishops 
of the Episcopal Church are so trained in the school 
of doctrinal comprehensiveness peculiar to the An- 
glican system, and such latitude is allowed the individ- 
ual as to what he chooses to believe or disbelieve, that 
side by side in the same diocese there actually exist 
today those who deny the Virgin birth and the bodily 
resurrection of Our Lord, and others, who in zeal for 


reunion, have followed the Graymoor pioneers and 
explicitly confess the whole compass of Catholic 
belief. Practically, therefore, many Anglican Bishops 
are doing today what Dr. Coleman at first thought he 
could do in relation to the Society of the Atonement, 
that is, maintain an official connection with the Society 
while deploring the papal extravagances of its 
members. 

But Bishop Coleman was not destined to continue 
very much longer his friendly attitude towards the 
Society, for which he had entertained up to this time 
a cordial affection. The storm of criticism aroused 
against the Graymoor Institute as it became more ag- 
gressively pro-Roman, and the pressure brought to 
bear upon the Bishop of Delaware from certain eccles- 
iastical opponents of the Society, Dr. Van Allan among 
them, constrained him in the end not only to resign his 
position as Visitor, but as the Father Superior belonged 
canonically to the Episcopal jurisdiction of Delaware, 
to determine to depose him as a heretic. This deter- 
mination of the Bishop would probably have been 
carried into effect had not the Graymoor Friar taken 
counsel with one of the best canonists in the Episcopal 
Church ,and given the Bishop to understand that he 
would stand upon his rights and demand an ecclesias- 
tical trial, such as the canons of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States provide for. Follow- 
ing the advice of the canonist referred to, Father Paul 
James Francis, S.A. affirmed his adhesion to every 
article of the Apostles and Nicene Creeds and declared 
that it would be a new kind of heresy trial, wherein the 
accused would be charged not with the denial of any 
article of faith of the Anglican Church but only with 
believing more than was strictly required by the An- 
glican formularies, to wit, the Immaculate Conception 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary and the Infallibility of the 
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Pope. The force of this argument seemed to have 
impressed the Bishop; at any rate the ecclesiastical 
trial never took place, although the threat of deposi- 
tion hung suspended, like the sword of Damocles, over 
the head of the Graymoor protagonist of Anglican sub- 
mission to the Holy See. 

In the summer of 1901 Father Paul preached on 
Sunday nights in St. Barnabas’ Church, Brooklyn, 
which at that time was the most advanced Anglican 
parish doctrinally, if not ritualistically, in the “City of 
Churches.” The pastor, Father Barnes, now deceased, 
had come to see eye to eye with the members of the 
Society of the Atonement in viewing the Chair of 
Peter as the divinely constituted Center of Unity, and 
he gave Father Paul permission to boldly proclaim the 
fact from the pulpit of Saint Barnabas, Still greater 
publicity was given at this time to the Society’s Church 
Unity propaganda through the daily press, the Brook- 
lyn Citizen, for example printed a three column article 
in its issue of September 2, 1901, about Graymoor and 
its Papal Witness, of which we shall give here only 
the headlines, the introductory paragraph and a short 
excerpt from Father Paul’s Apologia pro Sancta Sede:

“Ah, yes, my dear people, the psalms must be given 
back to the Christian people. We have become silent 
worshippers sitting in our pews almost as lifeless as 
the wood of those pews. God expects a homage, a wor- 
ship from us. We must go back to the Ages of Faith. 
We must learn to pray together in our worship of 
Almighty God. The psalms must be given back to 
the Christian people, to the schools and to the house- 
hold. ‘Mother Church,’ says Pope Pius X., ‘desires 
to restore to the present generation the ancient spirit 
of Liturgical Prayer in the Church, in order to produce 
in their hearts the spirit of devotion, the spirit of piety, 
the spirit of reverence, and the spirit of worship. ... 
In times worse than ours, St. Peter Chrysologus began 
one of his sermons in this way: ‘The barque of the 
Church is shaken by stormy waves. The Lord is sleep- 
ing; come, let us wake Him with sweet canticles.’... 
I would to God that every bishop in this land would 
make a law that in every single service of the church 
that is sung that the congregation take up the responses. 
The Priest chants as he kisses the altar first in sign of 
Communion with the Saints of the Church and says 
Dominus Vobisclm, and you are going to answer that 
cry and blessing instead of a few straggling voices 
in the choir—Et Cum Spiritu Tuo. Cry out—It can 
be done! the ordinary responses at the Mass, the 
blessings of the priest, should be answered by the 
entire congregation. Let us begin at least with that, 
then go ahead and learn the rest of the chant.” 

May we hope that Bishop Schrembs’ suggestion may 
soon be followed out.(Editor of THE Lamp.) 
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‘The Best Loved Hymn

One hundred years ago John Henry Newman, a 
lonely and bewildered young man of thirty-three, gave 
to the world a hymn which has been the comfort and 
consolation of millions of perplexed and stricken 
hearts in English speaking Christendom throughout 
the century. 

“Lead, Kindly Light,” was first published early in 
1834. 

Today its message of hope and confidence rings as 
clearly as it did in an England shaken to its founda- 
tions by the spiritual and moral turmoil of the indus- 
trial revolution and the awakening of a democracy. 

Men and women love it because it is the perfect 
expression of real religion. 
The central truth of Chris- 
tianity—-Love—stands out 
with extraordinary clarity. 
At a recent conference of 
world religions in Chicago 
the sacred music of the 
world was ransacked for a 
hymn that could be sung 
without offence to the dele- 
gates of any of the reli- 
gions represented. “Lead, 
Kindly Light,” was chosen 
and accepted by Catholic 
and Protestant, Jew, Ma- 
hommedan, and Hindu, as 
a complete expression of 
the trust which the Al- 
mighty demands from all 
humanity. 

Here is the beautiful 
story of the birth of the 
hymn. When Newman 
wrote it he was already a 
popular young preacher at 
the University Church of 
St. Mary’s, Oxford. In a 
diction of almost childlike 
simplicity he thought he 
brought to his listeners the 
greatest love story in his- 
tory—the story of Jesus 
Christ. 

Newman one hundred years ago was the cultural 
pivot of England’s intellectual life. There was no 
preferment in the Church of England that might not 
have come to him. At the age of thirty-three, men 
and women were prophesying that he would one day be 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

But while he stirred men’s souls “amid the encircl- 
ing gloom” of the afternoon service in his spacious 
Oxford Church, his own mind was torn and bewildered, 
just as the minds of thousands of earnest men are 
perplexed and tormented today, by the ruthlessness 
of the changes which were taking place on every hand. 

Everywhere he turned he saw, as we are seeing, 
changing customs, disappearing landmarks, and a tot-

tering faith, save that of the Catholic Church. The 
Church of England, it seemed to him, had drugged 
itself into a sleep of creedless scepticism. 

What he longed for was a religion that men could 
accept and obey with all the passion of his own 
romantic devotion. 

In an agony of doubt and apprehension he under- 
took what was then the considerable undertaking of a 
holiday in Italy. The journey was made as much for 
physical rest as for spiritual comfort. In Rome he 
was stricken with a fever, and in his delirium he 
repeated again and again the burning words: “I have 
a work to do in England.” 

Slowly he recovered, and 
FT PE, longing for home, he set 
out for England, neither 
knowing the work he was 
to do nor how it was to be 
done. On his way to Eng- 
land he found himself at 
Palermo, waiting impa- 
tiently for some passing 
ship,in which to make the 
voyage. After weeks of 
delay he boarded a small 
sailing vessel carrying 
oranges to Marseilles. In 
the Straits of Bonifacio be- 
tween the Islands of Cor- 
sica and Sardinia, the mod- 
est craft was becalmed. 
Newman, impatient, be- 
wildered and weary, was 
compelled to wait for the 
wind. 

One evening he was on 
the deck. The sun had set 
over the quiet sea. Sud- 
denly from the deep blue 
canopy of a Mediterranean 
night a solitary star blazed, 
as it blazed on the Beth- 
lehem Shepherds nearly 
two thousand years before. 

Newman was entranced. 
He seized his pen, and 
without a moment of hesitation there flowed from it, 
as if inspired, the most exquisite sacred lyric in the 
English tongue. 


“Lead, Kindly Light, amid the encircling gloom, 
Lead Thou me on; 

The night is dark, and I am far from home, 
Lead Thou me on; 

Keep Thou my feet; I do not ask to see 

The distant scene; one step enough for me.” 


A great Scotsman once said that he cared not who 
made the laws of a nation if he could write its ballads. 
As Newman’s pen moved rapidly over the paper he 
recorded the ballad of a soul. 
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“I was not ever thus, nor prayed that Thou 
Shouldst lead me on; 

I loved to choose and see my path; but now 
Lead Thou me on; 

I loved the garish day, and, spite of fears, 

Pride ruled my will: remember not past years.” 


Newman was a poet by birth before he was a clergy- 
man, and the paean of praise and prayer ends in an 
effortless climax of faith and hope which has given 
new inspiration and new confidence to unnumbered 
pilgrims looking for a signpost at the crossroads of 
life. 


“So long Thy power hath blessed me, sure it still 
Will lead me on, 

O’er moor and fen, o’er crag and torrent, till 
The night is gone; 

And with the morn those Angel faces smile, 

Which I have loved long since and lost a while.” 


If Newman’s prayer echoes from the human heart 
as strongly as it did a century ago, it is because the 
world of 1834 has much in common with the world 
of 1934. Newman’s world was not unlike our own. 
The whole social and economic system was in transi- 
tion. The nations were slowly recovering from wars 
as we are from the Great War. 

Vested interests had dug themselves in. Youth was 
hammering impatiently at the door. “The underdog” 
or “the forgotten man” was suffering from a ruthless 
operation of a system of competition that enriches the 
strong and the cunning at the expense of the weak 
and the artless. 

Demagogues were demanding the uprooting of 
everything that had seemed sacrosanct in national life. 

But behind the glare and the racket of the mon- 
strous materialism which in 1834 was finding expres- 
sion in the deification of the newly invented steam 
engine and of its partner the machine, England was 
searching for its soul. 

We, in America, today, recall President Franklin 
Roosevelt’s dictum—‘Spiritual values alone endure.” 
We are searching for the nation’s soul. It is the same 
in every generation and in every era. The first raptures 
of youth disperse when the threshold of manhood and 
womanhood is passed. Instinctively to the human 
mind there comes a craving for faith, for “spiritual 
values”—in the Power that never fails. 


“The night is dark, and I am far from home, 
Lead Thou me on.” 


It is a mood of confidence and trust, 


“T do not ask to see 
The distant scene; one step enough for me.” 


There are signs everywhere, despite the gloomy 
prophecies of “the ten per cent who make war,” that 
the world is looking back to the Gospel of Christ. 
That is not a symptom of reaction, but of real progress. 

Today there is no one of responsible experience who 
is not looking at life backward as well as forward, and 
bringing out of the treasury of experience things new 
as well as old. 
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And so we sing with a fortitude and courage that 
points to triumph the grand old words: 


“So long Thy power hath blest me, sure it still 
Will lead me on, 

O’er moor and fen, o’er crag and torrent, till 
The night is gone.” 


NEW INDULGENCES 


The latest issue of the Acta Apostolicae Sedis an- 
nounces that Pope Pius XI., who has done much dur- 
ing his pontificate to further devotion to Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament, has granted new indulgences for 
prayers recited before the Blessed Sacrament, and has 
added to the spiritual benefits to be derived from 
previously indulgenced devotions in the presence of the 
Holy Eucharist. 


The new decree issued by the Sacred Penitentiary, 
announces that the same indulgences, which were 
granted for the Forty Hours’ devotion by decree of 
July 24, 1933, are now granted for the service known 
as the “Eucharistic Day.” This is effective even in 
parishes where regular Forty Hours’ devotions are 
also held. 


The decree further declares that, during the Forty 
Hours’ devotion persons who receive the Sacraments 
of Penance and Holy Eucharist worthily, make a visit 
in the course of solemn Exposition of the Blessed 
Sacrament and recite five Our Fathers, Hail Marys 
and Glorias for the intention of the Sovereign Pontiff, 
can gain a plenary indulgence on each day of the ex- 
position. Those who make such a visit with at least 
a contrite heart can obtain a partial indulgence of 15 
years, toties quoties, as often as they make the visit. 

The same issue of theActa Apostolicae Sedis an- 
nounces also that the Holy Father has granted, under 
the usual conditions, a partial indulgence of 500 days 
for every invocation,O Crux ave, spes unica (Hail, O 
Cross, my only hope!) and a plenary indulgence once 
a month for those who recite this invocation daily for 
a month. 


As a part of the Holy Year observance, the Holy 
Father previously had granted special indulgences to 
be obtained by reciting the ejaculations: “O good and 
gentle Jesus” and “We adore Thee, O Christ, and we 
bless Thee because by Thy Holy Cross Thou hast 
redeemed the world.” For recitations of the former, 
with contrite heart, a partial indulgence of 10 years is 
added to indulgences previously granted as often as it 
is recited. The plenary indulgence can be gained only 
once a year. To the other ejaculation, the Holy Father 
has attached a partial indulgence of three years, toties 
quoties. 


Still another partial indulgence of 10 years is granted 
the faithful, who with contrite heart, recite the Creed 
and the ejaculation, ‘We adore Thee, O Christ, etc.” 
while meditating upon the Passion and Death of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ. This partial indulgence may be 
gained every time the requirements are fulfilled, and 
a plenary indulgence may be gained by reciting the 
prayers at least once daily for a period of a month.

REUNION AND THE OECUMENICAL 
COUNCILS 


The return of the dissident churches of the East to 
Catholic unity raises a number of problems of adapta- 
tion created by the great length of time the separation 
has subsisted. For nearly nine hundred years where 
the Byzantine Church is concerned, for much longer 
with the Nestorians and Jacobites, divergencies have 
continued, from the very circumstances and the fact 
of estrangement, to multiply and extend. The Cath- 
olic Church, reduced in fact practically to the Latin 
Church, has undergone considerable development in 
discipline, worship, institutions, and supreme govern- 
ment, while the dissident bodies just named have con- 
tinued to evolve under entirely different conditions. 
The result is that when a dissident church, if it be a 
corporate reunion, or a separated brother, if it be an 
individual return, take their place within the Cath- 
olic unity, they find themselves faced with an his- 
torical legacy in which their church has no part and 
which may well seem difficult to accept and a heavy 
burden to carry. The numerous cecumenical councils 
now received in the West are a part of this legacy. 
We know that the Byzantine Church, to speak only 
of her, commonly admits but seven. We can here 
disregard the opinions of certain Byzantine con- 
troversialists and the statement of such and such a 
particular council at Constantinople that it was 
cecumenical. These divergencies are ignored by the 
Byzantine or Greco-Slavy Church at large, which in 
fact glories in being the Church of the Seven 
(Ecumenical Councils. The last of these was held 
in the year 787. Since then the number of councils 
for the Catholic Church has risen to twenty. One 
of these thirteen, in 869, met at Constantinople; all 
the others have been in the West. This large addition 
is indeed enough to frighten a dissident Eastern 
Christian who is gingerly making a first step towards 
the Catholic Church. Moreover, if he looks at the acts 
of these councils he soon sees that several of them 
dealt with matters which, au fond, were the concerns 
only of Latin Christianity, and sometimes in a purely 
transitory way. Thus limited by their object to the 
time and the part of the Christian world where they 
took place, they have not the universal significance 
and supreme importance which belong to the older 
cecumenical councils. Questions of ecclesiastical dis- 
cipline, plans for reform, projects for crusades, troubles 
between the spiritual and the temporal powers, in 
those difficult times, necessitated the calling of plenary 
assemblies of the Church. But these assemblies can- 
not stand a comparison with those which proclaimed, 
for example, the divinity of the Word and of the Holy 
Ghost; and I can well understand the pained surprise 
that a dissident Oriental would feel when he under- 
stood that it was proposed to put the Council of 
Vienna, called in 1311 to deal with the affair of the 
Knights Templar, in the same category with the Coun- 


cil of Chalcedon that defined the Christological dogma 
of the two natures in one hypostasis. 


On the other hand, there can be no question of the 
Catholic Church renouncing her past and “debaptiz- 
ing” those councils which she has always regarded 
as cecumenical. What then can be done? 


I may be mistaken, but it seems to me that agree- 
ment should be reached by a middle way. Certainly 
every Christian who returns to the Catholic Church 
must of necessity recognize the authenticity of all 
the cecumenical councils which that Church upholds. 
But—and surely the reader will have anticipated me 
—is there not room for a discrimination among these 
councils whereby they would be divided into two 
categories? In the one would be those whose decisions 
are directly concerned with revealed truths; in the 
other, those which dealt only with disciplinary matters 
or passing problems, or again which treated of truths 
of the natural order, connected with the faith but not 
revealed. The first would be @wcumenical councils of 
the first rank, or ecumenical properly speaking; the 
second would be @cumenical councils of the second 
rank, or relatively e@cumenical. We should thus have 
primary or major ecumenical councils and secondary 
or minor @cumenical councils. The distinction could 
be marked still more simply and clearly by reserving 
to the first the designation @cumenical and calling the 
second general or plenary. 


In this way the Eastern Christian who comes into 
union, the Eastern church which re-aggregates herself 
with Catholicity, would have the satisfaction of af- 
firming and preserving in their highest rank those first 
cecumenical councils, which were held in the East and 
which defined the most essential dogmas of the Chris- 
tian faith. 


Is this to say that all the councils which were cele- 
brated after the Seventh CEcumenical Council are to 


‘be reckoned among the secondary cecumenical coun- 


cils? Not at all; for there are those among them that 
for doctrinal importance and universal significance 
yield nothing to those of the early centuries. Such 
are the Councils of Trent and of the Vatican, which 
therefore must count among the primary or major 
cecumenical councils. Such also are the Councils of 
Lyons and of Florence, in which the Greek Church 
took part and which she approved, and which decided 
doctrinal matters in dispute between the two churches. 
These councils belong of right in the first category. 
As for the Eighth C&cumenical Council, which con- 
demns Photius, since it did not condemn him for 
heresy but only for his usurpation of the throne of 
St. Ignatius, and since it did not define any dogma, 
it may be put among the councils of the second 
category. 

We have then the following division: 

i. Ecumenical councils properly speaking or of the 
first rank, or simply acumenical councils: The seven

first to which must be added the four named above, 
viz., Lyons (1274), Florence (1438-39), Trent (1545- 
63), and Vatican (1869- ). Eleven in all. 

ii. Councils relatively a@cumenical or of the second 
rank, or simply general councils: all the others, begin- 
ning with the one at present called the eighth (IV 
Constantinople, 869). Nine in all. 

This suggested idea, unifying in intention, cannot 
be unacceptable to the Westerner who takes into con- 
sideration that all the cecumenical councils are far 
from having an equal importance, and realizes that 
several of them have less than certain local councils; 
at the same time it should 
give full satisfaction to the

INTERFERENCE 


Two generations ago a dour Scotchman named 
Carlyle called political economy, “the dismal science.” 
If he were alive now the adjective would be less 
restrained, and the scientific side would be denied. At 
any rate, economists seem to have betrayed us in a 
very important matter, food. Economists, of course, 
cannot take into consideration God or Providence. 
Instead, they speak of Nemesis. They borrow this 
word from the Greeks, who regard it as a punishment 
dogging the action of presumptious and arrogant men. 
The particular arrogance was the destruction of coffee, 
wheat, meat, and other needed commodities so as to 
keep up prices. Nemesis was the daughter of Night, 
who was defined as righteous indignation which 
punishes the arrogant abuse of prosperity. The econ- 
omists did not even have the reasonableness of the 
fool who, whilst he forgot God, did not destroy his 
harvest. His answer to bumper crops was: “I will 
pull down my barns and build greater, and into them 
I will gather all things that are grown for me.” Even 
in his folly he knew there would be lean years that 
could only be matched by fat granaries. Not only did 
the economist order destruction, but he planned for 
prevention; and too often he joined crop prevention to 
birth prevention. And now the wise ones are faced by 
disaster. Nemesis, since they will have it so, has 
brought on the worst drought in history. Whole areas 
of wheat are destroyed, cattle are slaughtered, there is 
lack of forage, rivers and lakes are drying up, and so 
the elaborate pretensions of economic prophets have 
fallen like a house of cards. Nature, again since they 
will have it so, is exacting a hard penalty—The New 
World. 





MEXICAN AFFAIRS 


In its issue of June 17th, El Debate, the well- 
informed Catholic journal of Madrid published the 
following: ‘The Press gives as probable the victory 
of General Cardenas at the Presidential Election to 
take place July 1. In that event the Press says it is 
feared that the anti-Catholic attitude of the Govern- 
ment will increase in violence and extension, and take 
the form of confiscating churches and drastically cut- 
ting down the number of Catholic priests. The latest 
anti-Catholic manifestations were those of Calles 
(son), in the State of Sonora, and of Garrido Canabal, 
intimate friend of Cardenas, in the State of Tabasco. 
The former expelled all Catholic priests, and the sec- 
tarian fanaticism of the latter reached the point of 
prohibiting the inscription of names of the dead on 
tomb-stones and only allowing a small tablet to be 
placed on graves bearing a number.” 

This suggests the conclusion that neither the bitter 
and murderous persecution against Mexican Catholics, 
nor the previous reduction of the number of priests 
to an unworkable minimum, has been able to extin- 


guish either their zeal in their overwhelming apostolic 
work, or to break down the loyalty of the people to 
their Faith and Church. Where violence and murder 
committed upon confessors of the Faith—not to call 
them prematurely Martyrs—utterly failed in the past, 
the persecuting Government will meet with equal fail- 
ure in their more insidious attempt at starving Mexican 
Catholicism, though it may, alas, tell upon the weaker 
elements of the Catholic flock. The mere numbering 
of graves, to which the civil authorities will probably 
alone have the key, is undoubtedly convenient for 
them, in a country where any person objectionable to 
the powers may be shot at sight. The proof of the 
murder can be buried in a nameless grave, without 
more ado.—Catholic Times (England). 





PUBLIC PRESS SILENT ON SOVIET 
ATROCITIES 


For some reason, not easy to understand, the horrible 
atrocities perpetrated in Soviet Russia receive little 
mention in the public press., There are occasional 
references to the “liquidation” of the kulaks, but they 
are so worded as to convey the impression that these, 
who are really the more intelligent and enterprising 
of the peasants, deserve their fate. We may find in 
a long dispatch the casual mention of three or four 
million people perishing from starvation in the Ukraine 
and Caucasus, but we hear few cries of horror or pro- 
test. Thousands of bishops and priests are murdered 
or treated with pitiless cruelty, and as commentary 
we are reminded of the superstition of the peasants, 
and of the subservience in the past of the Church to 
the Czarist regimes. We read of the prodigious ef- 
forts for industrial expansion, and American manu- 
facturers dream of boundless markets for goods, but 
little is said of the forced labor of terror-stricken mul- 
titudes or of the dire poverty and hunger which prevail.

REVOLT, NOT CENSORSHIP 


The popular uprising against nasty films has brought 
forth in some quarters a counter-cry of censorship. 
But it is hard to see how censorship figures in what is 
essentially a buyers’ strike. The leaders of the boy- 
cott have not asked for legislation. They are direct- 
ing their attack against Hollywood’s pocket nerve. 

Alarmed champions of the free human spirit over- 
look the fact that legal supervision now exists in the 
movie industry. Have they never seen the prelim- 
inary notice on the screen stating that this show has 
been passed by the Board of Censors? If anything, 
the present crusade is a movement away from censor- 
ship. As an official institution the censorship has 
failed. The public is now resorting to the thoroughly 
democratic weapon of organization and agitation.

On Atonement Sunday we were visited 
by Brother Gregory von der Berg, Supe- 
rior of a Community of Mennonites called 
Apostolic Brethren. Migrating from 
Ephrata, near Lancaster, Pa., some sixty 
years ago, they established themselves on 
a thousand acre tract of land, one hundred 
and fifty miles southwest of Davenport, 
Iowa, giving their habitat the name of 
South Amana. 

Brother Gregory claims that his Com- 
munity of Monks have had a continuous 
existence back to the days of their Found- 
er, Menno Simons, in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The men wear a white habit some- 
what similar to that of the Cistercians, 
and according to his representations fol- 
low a rule almost as austere. They are

strict vegetarians. Whereas they farm and raise 
cattle, they never eat the meat of their beeves, when 
slaughtered, they milk the cows but never taste 
thereof, or eat butter and cheese made therefrom. 
Neither do the Brothers smoke or touch tobacco in any 
form. Besides the men, who practice celibacy, there 
is also a community of Sisters. From time to time the 
Community has been visited by Catholic Religious, 
both men and women, and these have had an apprecia- 
ble effect upon the observances of the Community, 
until at length the Superior and a portion of his Com- 
munity resolved to join the Catholic Church. 

For a long time they have been Readers of THE 
Lamp and it has proven a kindly light to them. It 
was for this reason that Brother Gregory wished to 

visit Graymoor before going to Gethsemane, 
Kentucky, with fifteen companion Brothers to 
enter the Trappist Order. He was present on 
Atonement Sunday in’ the Sanctuary at the 
Solemn High Mass inaugurating the Forty 
Hours Devotion, and his piety was most marked, 
using his prayerbook and a large set of beads, 
which was part of the habit of the Mennonite 
Community.

Thursday was observed as a holiday by the Friars, 
according to Graymoor tradition, the entire Com- 
munity going over to Indian Lake for dinner with 
swimming and boating before and after. The weather 
was magnificent, and the Lake indescribably lovely 
as it always is. After dinner the Father General, in 
company with the Father Vicar, visited the two camps 
conducted at either end of the Lake by the Sisters of 
the Atonement from St. Cecelia’s Mission in New York 
City.

On Friday in Atonement Week which is kept as 
the Father Founder’s Profession Day, there was 
another Solemn High Mass at Our Lady’s Shrine on 
the top of the Mountain at the same hour as on Mon- 
day. Never was the Shrine more beautifully decorated 
with palms and flowers, and while the Mass proceeded 
there could be heard the splashing of the fountain 
playing in the reservoir close by, which forms a tiny 
lake on the Mountain top, surrounded by rhodo- 
dendrons, evergreens, trees and flowers of many hues.

The Coming of the Graymoor Sisters to Ireland 


Sister Aloysius, S.A., accompanied by Sister Mary 
Patrick, S.A., left Assisi towards the end of June 
en route for Ireland to make the new Foundation of 
the Franciscan Sisters of the Atonement at Rossinver, 
County Leitrim, which is in the Diocese of Kilmore. 
By way of putting on record in THE LAMP a memo- 
randum of the Coming of the Graymoor Sisters to Erin 
we quote from a letter of Sister Aloysius to the Rev. 
Mother General, the first portion of which was written 
on the stationary of “O’Brien’s Hotel,” Dublin, and 
dated June 27, 1934: 

Dear Reverend Mother: 

We had our appointment with the Papal Nuncio 
(Archbishop Robinson) this forenoon, and as always, 
he was kindness itself. His keen interest in our holy 
Society has not lessened in the least. Shortly after we 
arrived, he reminded us that October 31st would 
be the Silver Jubilee of the Corporate Reception of 
the Society into the Church. 

Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien were exceedingly kind to us 
also. These good people visited us in Assisi, so we 
know them, and they gave us the kindest hospitality 
for about two days. They have a fine hotel. 

Sister Aloysius continues her letter in the form of a 
diary: 

June 28.—We left Dublin this afternoon by bus for 
Cavan as we wanted to see our Bishop, Most Rev. Dr. 
Finegan, before going to Manorhamilton where we are 
to be the guests of the Sisters of Mercy. His Lordship 
had written to us a few weeks before, inviting us to 
stay and rest at the Bishop’s Palace on our way to 
Rossinver. The bus ride to Cavan is charming, good 
roads and beautiful country. 

His Excellency Bishop Finegan gave us a kind 
welcome. So we stayed over the Feast of Sts. Peter 
and Paul. 

The Bishop’s residence is built on a beautiful estate, 
and at a distance is St. Patrick’s College on the same 
grounds, where there are over a hundred young men 
studying for the priesthood. Their examinations were 
all over and they had gone to their homes for the 
summer vacation, so we had a lovely quiet rest, and 
the Bishop doing everything to make it pleasant for 
us, even giving us the use of his car to visit other 
Sisters. 

June 30th.—We left for Enniskillen this morning to 
see Mr. Donnelly, the architect. I] thought that by 
this time you, Reverend Mother, had the plans and 
that everything was ready for approval. Mr. Donnelly 
went to Rossinver last December after our visit there 
and had the whole outlay of our land surveyed. He 
made a suitable sketch as he thought, and was about 


to mail it when he received word from you that he 
was to make plans for a convent not to exceed £1000 
($5,000) in cost, and he added: “Of course, Sister, 
you know you could build very little with that sum 
of money.” So he did not know how to proceed. 
However, Mr. Donnelly will come to Rossinver 
Wednesday, the fourth of July, when the site will be 
marked out. We were over yesterday, and I think we 
have selected a delightful spot and the most suitable. 
It is magnificent around our place at this season. 
Building is costly here. Labor and tradesmen’s wages 
have gone up much in the past year. It will take about 
Five Thousand Pounds to build any nice convent at 
Rossinver. Of course it will all depend on style and 
quality of material. 

Sister Mary Patrick, S.A., who is a native of Ireland, 
also writes to Reverend Mother General from the Con- 
vent of Mercy at Manorhamilton, on July 2nd. We 
quote from her letter: 

The Sisters of Mercy here at Manorhamilton are 
making us very welcome and are giving us every help 
they can. Well, Mother, Sister Superior and two other 
Sisters from here and I went out yesterday to see the 
spot for our new convent. I was very anxious to see 
it and I was not the only one either. 

| think it is the nicest spot on this earth for a con- 
vent. It is not at all what I had pictured in my own 
mind. The field chosen for the convent building is on 
a little hill, just high enough to give the house a com- 
manding view. In front lies the beautiful Lough 
Melvin, the valley and the hedges, and on each side 
are beautiful mountains, with quaint little thatched 
houses here and there. I think St. Patrick and St. 
Francis were both selecting this place for our convent. 
I just wish you could all see it. I hope, Mother, it 
will be more than beautiful next year when we expect 
a visit from you. 

Judging from what Sister Aloysius says, our idea 
that we could build the house for the Sisters for $5,000 
has, to use an expression of college days, “gone glim- 
mering among the things that were.” 

Altogether the Sisters have $5,000 collected for the 
building of a house. About half of it has been con- 
tributed by the Readers of THE Lamp, through the 
appeal we sent out. But this is only one-fifth of what, 
according to the architect’s ideas, the house is going 
to cost. So we must again appeal to our readers to 
keep on sending in contributions, so that as the work 
progresses the money will keep on being replenished 
like the widow’s cruse of oil and the handful of meal 
in the barrel which never failed. 
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THE CONVERTS’ AID SOCIETY 


For the past forty years there has existed in 
England The Converts’ Aid Society, founded at the 
express wish of His Holiness Pope Leo XIII., by the 
late Cardinal Vaughan, Archbishop of Westminster. 
It is a society for the purpose of giving material assist- 
ance to convert clergymen of the Established Churches 
of England and Scotland and the other English-speak- 
ing Protestant denominations in Great Britain, Ireland 
and the Colonies who have not only sacrificed every 
earthly prospect by entering the Catholic Church but 
who are in many cases destitute. 

During the years of its existence the Society has 
made constant progress. For years the officers tried 
to help these former clergymen with an income of only 
$1,500 made up from contributions given after individ- 
ual and private solicitation. The appeals for help so 
increased that it became necessary to broadcast the 
needs of these former clergymen from the pulpit. The 
results were amazing, once the Catholic laity became 
aware of the needs of these men. Annually now this 
Society is able to raise $45,000! Lately an employ- 
ment agency has been established, and there is now 
a department for distributing clothing to the families 
of convert married ministers. Single convert clergy- 
men who have vocations are provided with funds for 
traveling expenses, clothes, and pocket money during 
the period of preparation for the priesthood. Anglican 
nuns, also, who have been received into the Church 
are given aid until they find work or enter Catholic 
religious institutions. Thus a work which began in a 
small way forty years ago is now one of the most im- 
portant of English Catholic institutions. 

The Hierarchy of the Catholic Church in England 
had guaranteed that they would come to the aid of the 
Society if the demands made upon it could not be 
satisfied. Not once has this been necessary, because 
the English Catholic population of one million and a 
half would not permit it. 


St. Pauv’s GuILD IN THE UNITED STATES 


The officers of St. Paul’s Guild in the United 
States are optimistic. Why? Because they are con- 
fident that once our generous Catholic laity of twenty 
millions understand the problem which Saint Paul’s 
Guild is trying to solve, a problem similar to that exist- 
ing in England, it will give its whole-hearted support. 

St. Paul’s Guild with headquarters at 108 East 56th 
Street, New York, is the only organized body of the 
Church in the United States, attempting to deal, ef- 
fectively, with that most difficult problem—the con- 
vert clergyman. The Guild is giving some financial 
support, at least, while trying to fit the convert clergy- 
man for secular or commercial life. It is, of course, 
greatly interested in all phases of the life of the con- 
vert, such as fostering Catholic contacts and supplying 
Catholic information, but emphasis here is laid on that 
particular situation which involves the convert clergy- 
man. 

On entering the religious life, priests and nuns make 
great sacrifices, such as severing family and home ties, 


and taking the vows of poverty, chastity, and obedi- 
ence, but a great number of convert clergymer make 
even greater sacrifices. Many of these clergymen for- 
feit all means of supporting not only themselves alone, 
but, what is even more tragic, their wives and children. 
Some actually face starvation if Saint Paul’s Guild 
does not assist them. As one of our priests remarked 
recently, “Catholics are bound in conscience to give 
aid under such conditions.” 





NOVENA TO THE HOLY GHOST 


There is a religious community of Brothers in the 
Church of England called Servants of Christ the King, 
and they are very pro-Roman, advocating the return of 
the Church of England to her original allegiance to 
the Apostolic See before the Reformation. They pub- 
lish an interesting magazine called “Christus Rex” 
and in the latest issue we find the following notice of 
a Novena to the Holy Ghost. 


THE THIRD ANNUAL NOVENA TO THE 
HOLY GHOST 
July 27th—August 4th, 1934. 
Objects: 1. Grace for the Community. 
2. Vocations. 
3. Financial Help. 

The Novenas in previous years have been very well sup- 
ported, and the result has been seen in many quite unex- 
pected ways. The prayers of our supporters have been 
the mainstay of our work under difficult circumstances. 
Several hundred lay people kept the Novena last year, and 
we look forward to an increase on the approximate of one 
thousand participants of the last two years. 


We wish we could make as favorable a report as to 
the participation of our Catholic people in the Novena 
to the Holy Ghost, which our Friars conduct at the 
Atonement Seminary of the Holy Ghost, which begins 
on the 7th day of every month and ends on the 15th. 
Until now those participating with our Washington 
Friars in the observance of the Novena are numbered 
by the tens, not by the hundreds, as Christus Rex 
reports. Of course there may be many more than we 
know about observing the Novena, we can only judge 
from those who communicate by letter with the Atone- 
ment Seminary of the Holy Ghost.

The Novena can be very simply kept by the daily 
recitation of an ejaculation to the Holy Ghost, or by the 
recitation of an “Our Father,” “Hail Mary” and “Glory 
be,” for the intentions of the Novena.

God, in His mercy and wis- 
dom, has directed the Friars and Sisters of the Atone- 
ment to the Archdiocese of Edmonton, where they have 
been laboring for the past eight years in preserving 
the Faith among our new Canadians.

And yet we can triumph over these obstacles 
and the old Faith can be renewed and established on 
a firm basis if only the Catholic laity will come to 
our assistance.

TRIALS AND WORRIES OF A MISSIONARY 


Epitor’s Foreworp: Fortunately for Father Peter 
Coenen himself and for the mission he is now serving 
so zealously in Kenya, Africa, the good priest is 
endowed with a saving sense of humor—the good- 
natured, whimsical kind —which enables him to be 
philosophical and cheerful in the face of trials and dif- 
ficulties that would be utter despair and hopelessness 
to another. Can one read the following letter from 
Father Coenen and not be impressed by the heroic 
struggle his missionary efforts entail? Is he not de- 
serving of all the financial help that can be given him 
by Lamp Readers ? 


Dear Reverend Father: 


I am sending you herewith a picture of my new 
“Cathedral” viewed from the outside in order to en- 
able you to admire its artistically “Gothic” lines. I sup- 
pose you will ask me what has happened to the first 
cathedral? Well, it has gone the way of all flesh in 
this perishable world. The billions of white ants 
within six months of its erection enjoyed themselves 
too much and a late storm did the rest, and though it 
is still standing and has been repaired for use of the 
catechism school, 
I do not dare to 
use it any longer 
for a big com- 
munity on Sun- 
day for fear of an 
accident. 

There were 
many ants in Nan- 
gina but there 
must be several 
billions more of 
them here. Not 
having counted 
them yet I am 
sorry I cannot 
give you the ex- 
act number of 
these pestiferous 
insects which 
seem forever to 
be upsetting my 
building enter- 
prises. If this 
new church is al- 
ready the second 
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temporary church in the six month’s existence of 
Amukura, how many more temporary churches will I 
have to build before a permanent and decent temple 
will rise up in this new mission station. This is a 
puzzle I am asking my Lamp Benefactors to solve. 

My first “Parish House” pictured in THE LAMP a 
few months ago, is still standing but during a recent 
storm it looked as if I was going to be taken up, house 
and all, and be blown across the Atlantic to America. 
I feel sorry it did not happen after all, especially so 
as the most beautiful spring weather was there, which 
sure enough I would have enjoyed immensely on the 
hospitable Mount of the Atonement. 

At the time when I had that heavy storm here, I 
was occupying my parish house, a one room affair 
which serves as sitting room, office, bed-room, visitor’s 
room, dining room and recreation room. I was sitting 
quietly near my table when all of a sudden nearly all 
the grass was blown away above my head. In order 
to protect my books and papers on the corner of my 
table I had to lie on top of them, getting soaked to the 
skin myself. In my exalted position, none too com- 
fortable, I had to smile all the same, when I saw my 
little cat swimming into my room, jumping on a chair 
nearby and gnashing her teeth at two rats which were 
on the point of drowning in the water which stood 
six inches deep in my residential abode. 


Although I have got my heart and soul still in this 
most important but most difficult undertaking in these 
bad times, my troubles of various kinds are worry- 
ing me. I suppose things would be better if I would 
know this language and would be able to preach and 
teach in it. To learn, however, an entirely new lan- 
guage, absolutely different from the other native lan- 
guages I fairly well know, at my age, having spent 
twenty years in Africa, seems to become an impos- 

ibility. Hence you see, Dear Reverend Father, that 
I am not yet quite at home in these new environments 
and that I am in need of all the encouragement I am 
able to get. It would improve conditions immensely if 
I would be the happy recipient of enough money to 
build at least one decent and permanent house. Please 
commend my cause to the Readers of THE Lamp and 
the friends of the missions that I may receive assist- 
ance towards the building of a permanent structure 
that will serve the needs of the mission centre, and 
relieve, oh, so much, the constant strain and worry 
which is my lot at present.

Their conversion 
becomes a hard and difficult task, often an impossible 
one.
